HISTORY OP PRESHHT ILLNESS: The pationt was ortginally aimitted to 
the heapital in the Canal Zone cn ZU Kovenber 1752 because of siffuss 
anxiecy symptors. At tho tine, ng complained af being confused, loss 
of menory,.insounia, feelings cf unworthiness, and concern that he was 
unfit to te an NCQ. :.6 also seemed to te preoccupied and concerned about 
the welfare of his mother and siater, whe live in Cuba. It ia stated 

in tos transfer sumnary that tne patient ovor-dramatized his situation 
because of his inssility to verbalize his feo) .n,'3. aring. ais hesapi- 
talization Jn tne Canal Zone ne wrote letters to tine prefessicnal personnel 
complaining of varicus somatic symptoms and: also several lettura fo auch 
people aa the Preoitient of the United States, President Batista, the 
Secretary of Defenay, stc. “He aizo tented to hendlé nis inadequacies 

by Dragging by seeking assursnce from us that he was an excellent NCO. 

wno cculd not te blamed for nis inanility to adjuat because of his 
traumatic combat experiences.” tia apparently showed sone inproveent

fact tbat he might still have VD. We ess seon in the VD Clinic on 4

The pationt attended approxinately rive grouy theraoy sesofona wit? 
little banefit other than perheapo achieving vome Intelicotual understaad- 
ing of bia ayagtoae. Yuring thase aesaicnn be constantly referred to 
himself and nia own problems, showline little or no intsrest.in those of 


other aabera of the group. 


‘It 4a felt thet further hospitalisation or treatment will not bo of mater- 
tel bonefit to this patient and that because of his continusd symp’ wa of 
tension aad anxiesy which at lenst partially are related to his souwbat 
oxperionce in Eorea, combined with his extremely poor motivation, dopond-~ 
oncy, and atroog desire to return to Cupra, that he should be recenzendted 
to meet a Phyzica) Evaluation Board at tuts time to vonsidor soparation 
from the service. It ts felt that his untorlying imeature personality 
should te considered and thet he should be separatud frem the service 
permanently, although it 19 quits possitle that hie illness may improve : 
if separated and returned tc his fomser environment in Cuba.
